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WATER  SUPPLY.. 


(i)  Water  supplied  to  tlio  area  by  tlio  Durham  County 
Water  Soar’d  has  boon  sat isfactor  y both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  16  aa-n2:)los  of  pipod  supplies  wore  taken  for 
bacteriological  oxamination,  of  these  12  wore  satisfactory  and 
4 unsatisfactory, 

(iii)  There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo  solvent  action  in 
the  water  ’Quppliod  to  tho  area, 

(iv)  2 of  ttio  samples  of  water  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
on  initial  sampling  v/oro  roportod  to  the  Durlnm  County  Water  Board 
and  the  users  wore  advised  to  boil  all  v/ator  before  drinking. 

Tho  mains  wore  subsoquaatly  flushed  and  further  samples  t::fcbn  proved 
to  bo  satisfactory.  The  other  2 unsati  sfactory  saiaples  related  to 
a well  in  a rural  part  of  the  area  which  has  been  drained,  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  repaired.  Subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 

(v)  No  houses  in  tho  area  arc  supplied  by  moans  of  stand 
pipes.  '9 ; 0D9  houses  with  a population  of  27,  300  are  supplied  direct 
from  tho  public  mains  of  tho  Durham  County  Water  Board,
